When John Dillinger, “No. I” bank robber and bandit, was returned 
from Arizona, where he had been arrested, to Crown Point, Indiana, to 
stand trial for robbing an East Chicago (Ind.) bank and murdering a 
policeman, he announced that he would escape. And escape he did, 
after a little more than a month in the Crown Point jail. 
Here he was allowed, among other privileges, to whittle as a 
pastime. And he whittled a wooden pistol, with which he frightened 
guards, locked them in cells and made his way out of the jail. 
Dil­ 
linger had once been delivered from a jail at Lima. Ohio, by three con­ 
federates, who killed a sheriff in the process. He was known not only 
as a desperate and cunning criminal but also as a man with deter­ 
mined criminal friends on the outside. 
Yet, through the failure of the woman sheriff at Crown Point and 
her male warden to realize the ingenuity and recklessness of such a 
gunman, Dillinger was able to escape again. 
It is not enough to make Jails mechanically escape-proof.

must be made foolproof through the employment of jailers with 
shrewdness and common sense.

bureau of foods and chemistry in­ 
dicates. 
From time to time during the 
past year, many of these house­ 
wives had gotten most disappoint­ 
ing baking results without appar­ 
ent cause. 
Investigations revealed 
that they were using “First Prize 
Baking Powder” which should have 
won for their baking efforts many 
blue ribbons at the country fairs, 
and bouquets from the men folks.
